Introduction 



Indeed, all praise is for Allah; we praise Him, repent to Him, 
and seek His forgiveness and help. We seek refuge in Allah from 
the evil of our own selves and of our wicked deeds. Whomsoever 
Allah guides, none can lead astray; and whomsoever Allah leads 
astray, none can guide. And I bear witness that none has the right 
to be worshipped except Allah alone, and He has no partner; and 
I bear witness that our Prophet Muhammad is His slave and 
Messenger.

O you who believe! Fear Allah ($g) (by doing all that He has 
ordered and by abstaining from all that He has forbidden) as 
He should be feared. [Obey Him, be thankful to Him, and 
remember Him always], and die not except in the state of 
Islam (as Muslims) with complete submission to Allah 
(Qur'an 3:102) 



O mankind be dutiful to your Lord, who created you from a 
single person (Adam), and from him (Adam) He created his 
wife [Hawwa (Eve)], and from them both He created many 
men and women and fear Allah (jjjg) through Whom you 
demand your mutual (rights), and (do not cut the relations 
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of) the wombs (kinship). Surely, Allah (3jg) is Ever and All 
Watcher over you. (Qur'an 4:1)

O you who believe! Keep your duty to Allah ({Jjg) and fear 
Him, and speak (always) the truth. He will direct you to do 
righteous good deeds and will forgive you your sins. And 
whosoever obeys Allah (jjjg) and His Messenger (jjj%) he has 
indeed achieved a great achievement (i.e. he will be saved 
from the Hell-fire and made to enter Paradise). (Qur'an 33: 
70,71) 

Indeed, the most truthful speech is Allah's Book, and the best 
guidance is that of Muhammad (sjjj|). The most evil of affairs are 
newly invented ones (in the Religion), for every newly invented 
practice is an innovation (bid ah), every innovation is misguidance, 
and every misguidance is in the Fire. 

In recent times, many sincere Muslims have looked to assess the 
situation of our Nation, and what they saw were the effects of the 
Devil's accomplishments, the blackness of wicked deeds, and the 
blood of many wounds. They saw discord, disagreement, disunity, 
confusion, and anxiety. They perceived the evil results of not 
ruling according to Allah's Book in the home, in the marketplace, 
or in society. They saw these results in schools, universities, books, 
newspapers, and the media; in fact, they even witnessed them 
in the best of places, Mosques, where innovations now flourish. 
And they have also seen the effects of that evil among the ranks of 
callers to Islam and students of knowledge. 

Those who hasten to do good deeds are in competition to find 
a cure for our Nation and its woes. The medicines, rather the 
panaceas, that are proffered are many, yet the situation remains 
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unchanged - except in certain quarters, where scattered efforts are 
made, but not enough to effect an overall change. 

If we truly want a universal cure to our woes, we must study 
the advice and farewell guidance given by the Prophet (3Sj|) to his 
Companions and to his Nation - which has been related by Al- 
Irbad ibn Sariyah (*&). 

The Messenger of Allah (^) delivered a sermon that caused 
the hearts of his Companions (i&) to quake and their eyes to shed 
tears. Then, at that point, he imparted to them some final advice. 

That advice applies to our era as it does to all eras; it is advice 
that is most befitting during times of strife and discord, times when 
Muslims are divided into groups and parties, with each group 
saying, "We are upon the truth and upon what is right, and it is 
others who have gone astray." 

Everyone is trying to show his wares to Muslims, trying to 
entice them to his group and away from other groups or parties. 
Each, explicitly or implicitly, accuses the rest of not having a 
comprehensive understanding of Islam, of not inviting others in 
a way that is pleasing to Allah ($g). We live in a time when each 
one of us is in dire need of reflecting on the final advice of the 
Messenger of Allah (Ufa). 

That need has spurred me on to write this brief treatise, in the 
hope that it might be received by ears that listen with compliance, 
hearts that are fearful of their Lord, and souls that answer the call 
to righteousness. 

I ask Allah (3g) to make my efforts in putting this work together 
sincere for Him, and not for anyone else. I ask Allah ($g) to benefit 
the Muslim Nation through me, to make me a key to goodness, 
and a lock preventing evil. Indeed, He ($g) is upon all things 
capable.

After the Death of the Prophet (sg) 



The Messenger of Allah (|§|) died: eyes shed tears, hearts 
saddened, the world darkened, and the believers reproached 
themselves for any changes that came over them afterwards. The 
teacher, who was beloved to all believers and who was merciful to 
them, died. When one loses someone who was dear and beloved 
and revered, his heart becomes filled with memories: there did he 
sit; there did he stand; he used to say and do such and such. When 
people lose a loved one, they naturally contemplate and relive the 
words and phrases that he uttered. But if the deceased was also 
revered as a model, they remember his advice, especially his final 
advice, striving with all of their soul to apply it. They reflect on his 
words and give them another life through action. 

If your hearts were wounded by the death of your Prophet 
(|j§), then hasten to apply his final advice. Irbad ibn Sariyah (4&>) 
related,

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The Messenger of Allah (3§j|) delivered to us an eloquent 
and profound sermon, one that caused eyes to shed tears and 
hearts to quake.

And beware and 
stay away from innovated matters, for every innovation is 
misguidance. 2

Meaning: adhere to my Sunnah and cling to it, just as one who is clinging 
to something with his teeth does so with his molars, fearing that that thing 
will get away. 

Related by Abu Dawud in Sahih Abu Dawud (3851), by Al-Tirmidhi in 
Sahih Sunan Al-Tirmidhi (2157), by Ibn Majah in Sahih Sunan Ibn Majah 
(40), as well as by others. Refer to Sahih Al-Targhib Wa l-Tarhib (pg. 24) 
and Kitab Al-Sunnah (54), by Ibn Abu 'Asim, which was revised by our 
Shaykh al-Albani - may Allah have mercy on him. In the narration of Al- 
Nisa'i and AJ-Bayhaqi in Al-Asma Wa l-Sifat is the following: "And every 
misguidance is in the Hellfire." And that addition is with an authentic 
chain, as in Al-Ajwibah Al-Ndfi ah (pg. 545) and Islahal-Masajid (pg. 11). 
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We said, 'O Messenger of Allah! It is as if this is a farewell 
sermon! Then what do you charge us with?' He (^) said, 
'I have left you upon the white [clear proof], whose night is 
like its day. None strays from it after me except for one who 
is destroyed. Whoever from you lives after me will see much 
conflict; then upon you is what you know from my Sunnah 
and the Sunnah of the rightly-guided Khalifahs: bite on it 
(i.e. my Sunnah...) with your molars. It is upon you to obey 
[those in authority], even if it is an Ethiopian slave. Indeed, 
the believer is like an Anif camel (a camel that has some wood 
put in its nose; because of the pain it feels, it obeys the rider): 
wherever it is led, it goes." 3

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The Value of That Final Advice 



Imagine the feelings of a tenderhearted mother as she says 
farewell to her beloved son or the emotions of a loving father as 
he parts from his dearly beloved child and know that the parting 
we are discussing here is greater and more poignant. Indeed, the 
Messenger of Allah (^) was saying farewell to his Companions 
and to his Nation. What, pray tell, did he say to them? Did he 
clarify for them rulings of Islamic Jurisprudence? Did he teach 
them a matter related to beliefs, one that he had previously not 
mentioned? Or did he teach them a new ruling related to Islamic 
manners? The situation called for something else, for the Religion 
and "the favour" were complete; therefore this advice had to be the 
most comprehensive that he ever gave — if you will, the mother of 
all advice. It had to embrace all that was good and virtuous, and it 
had to warn against all evil. 

That final advice gives you Islam, iman, and ihsan in compact 
form; it takes you out of confusion and anxiety and guides you to 
the way of right guidance. No wonder, for the Prophet ($§£) was 
given the ability to express much in few words. O seeker of good: 
let us drink from the pure springs that are his words: 

"The Messenger of Allah (#J delivered to us an eloquent and 
profound sermon," which was in answer to Allah's command: 

But admonish them, and speak to them an effective word to 
reach their inner selves. (Qur'an 4:63) 
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Invite (mankind, O Muhammad (^)) to the Way of your 
Lord with wisdom and fair preaching. (Qur'an 16:125) 

The author ofjami al- Uliim wa l-Hi\am said that the caller 
to Allah (3g) should be eloquent, for people are prone to accepting 
the message of a talk when it is spoken eloquently. In Arabic, 
balaghah (eloquence) means to convey an intended meaning to the 
hearts of listeners in the best manner, using the most appropriate 
words for the task, words that attract the listener and penetrate the 
innermost regions of his heart. The Messenger of Allah 
(2§§) wouldn't prolong his sermons; rather, he kept them short, yet 
profound in meaning.

Jabir ibn Samarah (<*£&) related, "I used to pray with the 
Messenger of Allah (5§§): his prayer was in the middle (i.e., 
neither long nor short) and his sermon was the same (neither 
Jong nor short)." 4 

In another narration, Abu Wa'il said, "'Ammar delivered a 
sermon to us, which was short yet profound. When he descended 
from the pulpit, we said, 'O Abu al-Yaqdhan! You spoke much 
using few words; better yet had you breathed (i.e. prolonged your 
sermon)." He (4$fc) said, "Indeed, I heard the Messenger of Allah 
(j$&) say,

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'Verily, the prolongation of a man's prayer and the brevity of 
his sermon are signs of his understanding (Fiqh); therefore 
prolong the prayer and shorten the Khutbah (sermon), and 
indeed there is magic in some kinds of speech." 5 

Once, when a man stood and delivered a long talk, 'Amr ibn AJ- 
As (<^>) said, "Had he been more moderate in his speech, it would 
have been better for him. I heard the Messenger of Allah (^) say, 



'I saw that I should - or I was ordered to - be brief in speech, 
for indeed, brevity is good.'" 6 

Here we are today with copious and flowery speech, yet what is 
our situation? And what is our status among the nations? We live 
in a time when orators among us are many, scholars few, a time 
when our words are abundant, and our actions few. 

"...One that caused eyes to shed tears and hearts to quake." 
The tears and quaking referred to indicate a high level oilman. 
Allah ($g) says: 

The believers are only those who, when Allah is mentioned, 
feel a fear in their hearts. (Qur'an 8:2) 

And Allah (*J|) says: 

"'Xi' \*"\' ''si 



And when they (who call themselves Christians) listen to what 
has been sent down to the Messenger (Muhammad (^)), you

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see their eyes overflowing with tears because of the truth they 
have recognised.

This is the way of the fearful, true believers: 

And they fall down on their faces weeping and it adds to their 
humility. (Qur'an 17:109) 

Such are the hearts of those who benefit from advice and sermons: 
they know and apply, they are true in their belief, and they are 
repentant to their Lord. 

As a result of their sensitivity, their fearfulness, their 
righteousness, and their tears, they themselves asked for the advice, 
saying, "It is as if this is a farewell sermon, so advise us." They 
sensed that the most beloved of people to them was bidding them 
farewell, which is not a point of wonder, for they were the leaders 
of the Fuqaha and Scholars to come after them. They did not settle 
for what they knew from previous sermons, speeches, or rulings: 
they wanted more, for they were insatiable in their quest for 
knowledge. After all the good admonitions they previously heard, 
they still wished to be given some comprehensive advice, which 
they could use to further improve their deeds and their adherence 
to the Prophet's Sunnah. 
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"I Order You to Fear Allah" 



Obey Allah's commands and stay away from His prohibitions. 
Know that He ($g) is aware of all you do, both your open and 
hidden deeds. Do not let desire lead you, for it is the cause of 
evil and the Hellfire. Purify yourselves. Ward off the Hellfire by 
performing good deeds. 

If the world entices you with its forbidden beauty and magic, 
with its shining gold, or with its deceptive pleasures, remember 
the Prophet's saying, "I order you to fear Allah." If you want to be 
saved from trials and miseries, and if you want to be provided for 
with lawful sustenance, fear Allah. 

And whosoever fears Allah and keeps his duty to Him, He 
will make a way for him to get out (from every difficulty) . And 
He will provide him from (sources) he never could imagine. 
(Qur'an 65:2-3) 

If you want to be saved from difficulty and if you want your 
affairs to be made easy for you, fear Allah: 

And whosoever fears Allah and keeps his duty to Him, He 
will make his matter easy for him. (Qur'an 65:4) 

If you want to learn the way of success and piety, fear Allah.

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So be afraid of AJJah; and AJIah teaches you. And Allah is the 
All-Knower of each and everything.

O Muslims, if you desire to rule and lead, and if you want to be 
pioneers in all fields and realms, "fear Allah."

Allah has promised those among you who believe, and do 
righteous good deeds, that He will certainly grant them 
succession to (the present rulers) in the earth, as He granted it 
to those before them, and that He will grant them the authority 
to practice their religion, that which He has chosen for them 
(i.e. Islam). And He will surely give them in exchange a safe 
security after their fear (provided) they (believers) worship 
Me and do not associate anything (in worship) with Me. But 
whoever disbelieved after this, they are the Fasiqun (rebellious 
and disobedient ones to Allah). (Qur'an 24:55) 

If you desire to be the most honoured of people, then fear 
Allah: 

The most honourable of you with Allah is that (believer) who 
has al-Taqwa (piety, righteousness). (Qur'an 49:13) 

Are not boredom and wretchedness and crimes that threaten 
the very fabric of society from the results of a low level ofTaqwa 
(piety, righteousness, the fear of Allah)? The fear of Allah requires 
from you that you accept the truth, even if it is from one who is 
seemingly lower than you in ancestry, gender, wealth, status, or 
age. 
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"I order you to fear Allah" - comprehensive words that are 
appropriate for every time and place; appropriate for males and 
females, for the rich and the poor, for those who are white and 
those who are black; appropriate for both the shepherd and 
the flock. With those words — "I order you to fear Allah" - the 
individual, the community, and the entire Nation can achieve 
success, but only if they act in accordance with its implications. 

"Fear Allah, and you must listen and obey [those in authority], 
even if an Ethiopian slave is made leader over you." This is similar 
to his saying, 

"Listen and obey, even if an Ethiopian slave, whose head is 
like a raisin, is made to govern you." 7 

And in another hadith,

"Whoever sees from his leader something that he dislikes, 
then let him be patient, for anyone who parts from the 
Jama' ah (congregation) by the span of a hand and then dies, 
dies the death of ignorance." 8 

The Messenger of Allah (5© also said,

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"Listening and obeying are incumbent upon the Muslim, 
both in what he loves and what he hates, as long as he is not 
ordered to sin. If he is ordered to sin, then he should neither 
listen nor obey." 9 

Race or colour or outward appearance should not prevent you 
from accepting the truth; going contrary to this principle only 
leads to severe trial and conflict. 

"Whoever from you lives after me will see much conflict": Here 
we are, living in times of conflict and disagreement - disagreement 
in belief, in Fiqh, in politics, but even more saddening, in our 
hearts. It used to be one group and community, now we have 
many groups, and each one calls to his own adopted principles. 
How abundant are the books on the shelves of the library, yet how 
abundant are the differences of opinion in them! The Muslim 
knows not what to accept and what to reject! And what is most 
disheartening is that difference and discord lead to the destruction 
of a nation: 

And do not dispute (with one another) Jest you lose courage 
and your strength depart. (Qur'an 8:46) 

The Prophet (jgg) said,

"Do not differ among yourselves, for those who came before 
you differed among themselves, and then were destroyed." 10 



Related by Ai-Bukhari (7144); one might use these narrations to argue 
that one must side with a certain group or bloc, but that is wrong because 
it only creates more discord and differences among the Muslims. And we 
ask Allah ($g) for guidance.

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Different nations of the world have not gathered against us 
because we are few in number, for we are not few in number. The 
Prophet (|jg) said,

The nations are about to gather upon you (inviting each 
other to kill you and plunder your lands), just as people who 
are dining call one another to their Qis ah (a tray that can 
accommodate ten)/' Someone said, "At that time, will we be 
few in number?*' He (3|§) said, "Rather, you will be many at 
that time, but you will be like the scum of a flood (i.e., all the 
foam and filth that it carries). And Allah will indeed remove 
from the breasts of your enemy the awe they have for you, 
and He (jjjg) will indeed cast into your hearts Wahn (literally, 
weakness)." A questioner asked, "O Messenger of Allah (^), 
and what is the Wahn}" He (3jjjj£) said, "The love of the world 
and hatred of death."" 

"...will see much conflict": why much conflict? It is because 
people will depend on the systems and laws devised by man, while 
they abandon what was revealed to them from their Lord (j$g). 
They will give preference to what Zayd and Amr say over what 
Allah (jgg) and His Messenger (jg) say. 

Had it been from other than Allah, they would surely have 
found therein many contradictions. (Qur'an 4:82) 



Related by Abu Dawud and others; refer to al-Sahihah (958). 
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The cause of the aforesaid strife is deviation from Allah's Book 
and the Prophet's Sunnah. Whatever comes from Allah ($g) is a 
cause of unity and harmony, but whatever comes from other than 
Allah ($g) is a cause of disunity and strife. 
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What then is the Remedy! 



"Then upon you is my Sunnah and the Sunnah of the rightly- 
guided Khalifahs after me: bite on it (i.e. my Sunnah...) with your 
molars." 

"Then upon you is my Sunnah": Adhere to my way, for it is light, 
healing, and mercy; it explains the Qur'an and draws from its 
spring. How can one who takes from the Qur'an and Sunnah go 
wrong when the Prophet ($SH) said, 

"I have left with you two matters; you will not go astray as 
long as you adhere to them: Allah's Book and the Sunnah of 
His Messenger Gig)." 12 

It is related that Abu al-'Aliyah said, "It is your duty to follow what 
they were upon in the beginning, before they became divided." 

"Then upon you is my Sunnah": But how do we know what his 
Sunnah is? The proper way of verification must be followed to 
ascertain the authenticity of ahadith, and since the scholars of 
hadith followed that way, we must follow them. 

The Messenger of Allah (^) said,

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"There will continue to remain a group from my Nation 
victorious upon the truth; they are not harmed by those who 
abandon them, until Allah's command comes (i.e., near the 
Day of Judgement, when He (§jg) will take the soul of every 
male and female believer), while they are still in that state." 13 

A group of Scholars hold that the people of hadith are this 
group. Our Shaykh, al-Albani (may Allah have mercy on him), 
mentioned all those who are of this opinion in al-Silsilah al- 
Sahihah (1/541); they are: 

1) Abdullah ibn al-Mubarak, who said regarding the previous 
hadith, "In my view, they are the people of hadith. " 

2) Ali ibn al-Madini. Muhammad ibn Isma'il al-Bukhari related 
that Ali ibn al-Madini said, "They are the people of hadith/' 

3) Ahmad ibn Hanbal. When asked about the meaning of 
the said hadith, he said, "If the people of hadith are not the 
victorious group, then I don't know who they are." 

4) Ahmad ibn Sinan al-Thiqah al-Hafiz said, "They are the 
people of knowledge and the people of the narrations/' 

5) Muhammad ibn Isma il al-Bukhari. When the said hadith was 
read to him, he said, "This is referring to the people of hadith." 
In his Sahib, when commenting on the hadith, al-Bukhari 
said, "And they are the people of knowledge." This does not 
contradict his other saying, for the people of knowledge are 
the people of hadith. The more one becomes knowledgeable 
in hadith, the more superior is he in his knowledge to one who 
knows less regarding hadith than he does. In his book Khalq- 
Af al Al- Ibad, Al-Bukhari relates this verse,

Related by Muslim (1920) and by others. 
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Thus We have made you a just (and the best) nation, that you 
be witnesses over mankind. (Qur'an 2:143) 

Discussing this verse, he then said, "They are the group about 
whom the Prophet (^) said../' And then he mentioned the hadith 
we are discussing here. 

The Messenger of Allah (#,) left his nation upon light and 
guidance. The Prophet (#,) said, 

"Indeed, I have left you upon the likeness of white (i.e. upon 
the clear, plain, irrefutable proof. The white night is one in 
which the moon appears from the beginning of it until its 
end), whose day is as its night: none deviates from it except 
for the one who is destroyed." 14 

It appears that this is an explanation of the following verse: 







And verily, this is my Straight Path, so follow it, and follow 
not (other) paths, for they will separate you away from His 
Path. This He has ordained for you that you may become 
Al-Multaqun (the pious and righteous who fear Allah much). 
(Qur'an 6:153) 

Jabir ibn Abdullah ($k>) said,

We were seated with the Prophet (^§) when he drew a line like 
this in front of him and said, 'This is the path of Allah (3g).' He 
then drew a line to his right and a line to his left, 
and said, "These are the paths of the Shaytan (Devil). Then, 
pjacing his hand on the middle line, he recited: "And verily, 
this is my Straight Path, so follow it, and follow not (other) 
paths, for they will separate you away from His Path. This He 
has ordained for you that you may become Al-Muttaqun (the 
pious and righteous ones who fear Allah much)"." 15 

"Then upon you is my Sunnah": He didn't say: And follow the 
way of such and such Shaykh or scholar or teacher, so beware 
of fanatically following any of the preceding; rather let us take 
from them that which they convey to us from the Sunnah and the 
truth. 

"And the Sunnah of the rightly-guided Khalifahs": We must 
understand the Sunnah just as the rightly-guided Khalifahs 
understood it, for they were closest to the Prophet ($§§), purest in 
heart, most truthful in iman, most prolific in doing good deeds, 
and most adhering to the way of the Prophet (3§|). They saw 
matters with their own eyes, while we hear the news thereof: "And 
hearing news is not like seeing it with one's own eyes." 16

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It is not Permissible to Depend Solely 
on the Qur'an to the Exclusion of the 

Sunnah 



It is an enormous error indeed to follow the Qur'an alone 
without following the Sunnah. We can see that most deviant sects 
claim to be following the Qur'an, sects that depend mainly on 
distortions and manifestly false interpretations. 

Are the Prayer, Zal^at or Hajj mentioned in detail in the Qur'an 
(of course the answer is no); therefore we must understand the 
Qur'an in the light of the Prophet's Sunnah. 17 

The Muslim must know that the Prophet's commands and 
prohibitions are absolutely binding, just as Allah's commands and 
prohibitions are absolutely binding. 

if \ ^ 
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Our Shaykh - Al-AlbanI (may Allah have mercy on him) - wrote a 
beneficial and important treatise on the topic, called, "Manzilatal- Sunnah 
Fi I-Islam Wa-bayan Annahu La Yustaghna Anha bi l-Quran". 
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Al-Miqdam ibn Ma' ad Yakrib (4^fe>) related that the Messenger 
of Allah (3H) said, "Is it possible that a hadith reaches a man 
from me while he is leaning on his Arifah (a pillow, mattress, 
or anything similar that is used to lean upon), and he says, 
'Between us and you is Allah's Book: whatever we find in 
it to be halal (permissible), we consider it to be halal. And 
whatever we find in it to be haram,we make itharam' Indeed, 
what the Messenger of Allah (^|) forbade is the same as what 
Allah forbade." 18 

This reminds us of the dialogue that took place between 
Abdullah ibn Masud (tife) and Umm Yaqub. 

Alqamah related, Abdullah cursed aUWdshimdt (those who 
stick needles in skin, and then fill the area with kohl or bluing, 
to make the skin blue or green) , al-Mutanammisat (those who 
demand others to remove or pluck the hair on their faces) 
and al-Mutafallijat (those who demand from someone to 
create a gap between their two front teeth or those who do 
it themselves), who do it for beauty, changers of Allah's 
creation.' Umm Ya'qub said, 'What is this?' Abdullah said, 
"Why should I not curse he whom the Messenger of Allah ($|§) 
curses and [he who is cursed] in Allah's Book!' She said, "By 
Allah, I have read what is in between the tablets (i.e. the front 
and back cover of the Qur'an) and I have not found it.' He 
(<^fc>) said, 'By Allah, if you have read it, you have found it: 

And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad (33§)) gives 
you, take it, and whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it).' 
(Qur'an 59:7) 

The Messenger of Allah (^) cursed the aforesaid categories of 
people; our Lord ($g) ordered us to follow the Prophet (3§|), so what 



Related by al-Tirmidhi, and the wording is his, Sahih Sunan al-Tirmidhi. 
And Ibn Majah, $ahih Sunan Ibn Majah, (12) as well as al-Darimi and 
others. 
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he gives us, we take; what he prohibits, we stay away from; and 
whoever he curses, we curse. Hence the curse of those categories 
has its source in Allah's Book. 

We learn that to follow the Prophet's commands is to follow 
the commands of the Qur'an, while to stay away from matters he 
forbade means to stay away from matters that the Qur'an forbade. 
Whatever the Prophet (^) permitted holds the same weight as 
what Allah ($f) permitted, and what the Prophet (^) forbade 
holds the same weight as what Allah ($g) forbade. And as such, we 
must not differentiate between Allah's Book and the Messenger's 
Sunnah. 
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Whoever Takes From the 

Companions has Indeed Taken 

From the Qur'an 



The Prophet's Companions took from the four Khalifahs — may 
Allah be pleased with them all. Of the various generations, Allah 
(9sg) bore witness to their Iman and warned us not to follow any 
way other than their way. He (3$) says: 



And whoever contradicts and opposes the Messenger 
(Muhammad ($§§)) after the right path has been shown 
clearly to him, and follows other than the believers' way, We 
shall keep him in the path he has chosen, and burn him in 
Hell - what an evil destination. (Qur'an 4:1 15) 

And in a hadith: 
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"Indeed those before you from the people of the book divided 
into seventy-two sects, and indeed [the followers of] this 
Religion will divide into seventy-three sects, seventy-two of 
which are in the Fire, while one is in Paradise: and it is the 
Jama' ah (which is explained in the following narration). 



"19 



In another narration, the Prophet ($)&) described the saved 
group as follows: 

"That which I and my Companions are upon." 20 

Ibn Umar (<4^>) related the following: "Do not curse the 
Companions of Muhammad; for one of them to stand for an 
hour is better than the deeds performed by one of you over his 
lifetime." 21 

Up until now, we should notice a link: the companions took 
from the rightly-guided Khalifahs (<$$>) (and from the Sunnah), 
who followed the Sunnah, and as we have seen earlier, to follow 
the Sunnah is to follow the Noble Quran. Hence, through this 
link, we can conclude that whoever takes from the Companions 
(<&>) has taken from Allah ($g); and whoever refuses the way of the 
Companions has indeed refused Allah's Book, a reality that clearly 
points to the misguidance and deviance of those who proclaimed 
the Companions — with the exception of three among them - to be 
disbelievers (and we seek protection from Allah!).

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Those who call the Companions disbelievers are themselves 
the ones who do not believe in the Qur'an and Sunnah, and are 
left without correct criteria to govern their lives. Those who are not 
on the correct path have strayed simply because they do not adhere 
to the way of our righteous predecessors; instead, they give their 
minds full reign to understand the Qur'an and the Sunnah. And 
that is why groups and ideas and sects have become so numerous, 
with each saying, "We are upon the Qur'an and the Sunnah." 
Unfortunately, they are not truthful in their claim. 
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Is it One Sunnah (Way) or Two; 



It is one Sunnah, for the Prophet (^) said, "And bite on it (i.e., 
the Sunnah) with your molars." The referent of "it," therefore, 
must be in the singular. He (^) didn't say: bite on them, using the 
dual or plural; rather he said, "it," which indicates the singular, 
confirming that it is one Sunnah. To follow the Sunnah of the 
rightly-guided Khallfahs means to follow the Sunnah of the 
Prophet ($g) because their Sunnah was none other than the 
Prophet's Sunnah. 

Of course "bite on it" is a figure of speech, which refers to strict 
adherence of the Sunnah, as well as to the fact that it is a way 
that is worthy to be followed. The only way to success, then, is in 
following the way of the Prophet (^) and the way of the rightly- 
guided Khalifahs, especially considering the great number of ways 
that are out there and that are followed by people who are led by 
their desires and lusts. 

One must work harder to adhere to the Sunnah - from fear of 
its being lost - than a Desert Arab does in seeking out his food and 
drink, because the latter two provide life for the body, while the 
former provides life for the heart. 

"And beware and stay away from innovated matters": The 
Prophet (^|) did not stop at ordering us to follow his Sunnah and 
the Sunnah of the rightly-guided Khalifahs\ instead, he (^) also 
forbade us from innovated matters. People might not realise that 
by bringing innovations to life, they are in effect removing the 
Sunnah: each innovation causes a Sunnah to die (And we seek 
refuge in Allah!). 
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The word "innovation" suggests something that is new and 
novel, and people find pleasing all that is new. As for pleasure in 
the Religion, it is achieved by following what is old, a meaning that 
is expressed by the following words of Ibn Masud (4^>): "Follow 
and do not innovate, for you have been given what is sufficient: 
upon you is to follow the long-established matter." 

It is authentically related from Ibn Masud (<*§&) - in a narration 
that can correctly be ascribed to the Prophet (2§|): 

* > > * 



"How will you be when you will be enveloped by a trial, 
[through which] the old will reach senility and the young will 
grow. People will take it to be a Sunnah, and if any part of it is 
left, it will be said, 'has a Sunnah been left?" They asked, "And 
when is that?" He said, "When your scholars are gone; when 
your reciters will increase in number; when your Fuqaha will 
be few in number; when the number of rulers increases; when 
the trustwrothy ones will be few; when the world is sought 
through the actions of the Hereafter; and when knowledge of 
the Religion is sought, but not for the Religion." 22 

May Allah be pleased with Hudhayfah (4&>), the secret holder 
of the Messenger of Allah (^). He ($b) said, "Do not perform any 
act of worship that was not performed by the Companions of the 
Messenger of Allah $g)."

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At Times When Muslims Disagree 

about Many Matters, What 
Should our Attitude be Regarding 

Innovations? 



Many pseudo-scholars and those of their ilk say, "Leave this 
matter, for the time is not right now." Indeed, many of them say, 
"Talk about innovations divides the ranks of the Muslims." 

Yet the Messenger of Allah (jjg) taught us differently: that if 
we are afflicted with much discord and division, we must avoid 
innovations. He (3^) said, "Indeed he among you who lives (after 
me) will see much discord..." until he (^§) said, "And beware of 
newly innovated matters." When we consider the disparity between 
what the aforesaid group say regarding this issue and what the 
Prophet (£§;) says, we have to remember that it is not permissible 
to make ijtihad (to put forth one's opinion after reflection) when 
that ijtihad contradicts a clear verse of the Qur'an or saying of the 
Prophet (3||). 

Do not forget, then, that the Prophet's command regarding 
innovations is from the most important of commands that he gave 
to his Nation. 

Next, we must remember that innovations appear in many 
shapes and colours - there are innovations in beliefs, in tawhid 
(islamic monotheism), in worship, and in dealings. Which 
innovations should we turn a blind eye to - to innovations in 
beliefs? How can that be, when we know that purity in belief is 
of paramount importance and is given precedence over all other 
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matters. We fought the disbelievers and the atheists only because 
of the emptiness and falseness of their beliefs. Well then, what 
about innovations in worship? The Prophet (^) removed any 
possibility of doubt regarding this category and regarding all 
categories of innovations when he (#§) said, 

"And every innovation is misguidance!" 

And we cannot possibly unite the Nation upon misguidance, for 
the Messenger of Allah (^) said, 

"Indeed, Allah ($fj) protected my Nation from uniting upon 
misguidance." 2 '' 

When people do not follow Allah's commands, they bring upon 
themselves Allah's anger. Imagine a soldier who disobeys a senior 
officer who is not only strong, but abhors disobedience as well; that 
senior officer would severely castigate his inferior. Now imagine us 
disobeying Allah ($g) and then desiring from Him His Pleasure, 
Mercy, and Help! 

It is neither morally nor practically feasible for us to allow 
rampant innovations to permeate our ranks and at the same time 
hope for unity among Muslims and strength in our Nation. Allah 
says:

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Verily! Allah will not change the condition of a people as long 
as they do not change what is in their own selves. (Qur'an 13: 
11) 

As we have discussed earlier, the very presence of innovations 
causes the extinction of many Sunan (plural of Sunnah). In the 
absence of the Prophet's Sunan and in the presence of innovations, 
can any sane person expect Muslims to unite! 
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"For Every Innovation is 
Misguidance" 



The Messenger of Allah ($jjfe) clarifies that newly introduced 
matters and innovations are paths of misguidance. By abandoning 
the Sunnah, we imitate the Children of Israel, who became 
destroyed when they took to stories, abandoning the application of 
their Religion. It is mentioned in a hadith, 

"Verily, when the children of Israel were destroyed, they 
resorted to telling stories." 25

mentioned, "Meaning, they trusted upon speech and abandoned action, 
and that was the cause of their destruction, or the opposite: when they 
were destroyed because of abandoning action, they resorted to stories." 

Our Shaykh — may Allah have mercy on him - said, "It is plausible to 
say that the cause of their destruction was the importance they gave to 
their sermonizers and to their stones, instead of concentrating on Fiqh 
and beneficial knowledge, knowledge through which they should have 
acquainted themselves with their Religion... When that happened, 
they became destroyed, a predicament that many sermonizers today are 
afflicted with, for most of their admonitions are taken from the narrations 
of the Children of Israel or from the Sufis - and we ask Allah (M) for 
safety." 
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A Refutation of Those Who Classify 
Innovations into Two Categories: 
Good Innovations and Evil Ones 



Some say that there is the good innovation and then there is the 
evil innovation. 26 Say, if it pleases you, "A good bid ah and a wicked 
bid ah" but remember this: the Messenger of Allah (^) said,

people were scattered in groups: men praying by themselves and other men 
praying in groups, each group consisting of less than ten worshippers. 

When Umar (4&>) saw that, he (*&) said, "Indeed, I feel that it would be 
better if I were to gather all of these upon one reciter (i.e., one Imam)." He 
then became determined to do that and gathered them behind Ubay ibn 
Ka'ab («&). Abdur-Rahman continued to say, "When I went out with him 
on another night, [we saw that] the people were praying behind one reciter 
(i.e., Imam), and Umar (<&>) said, "Blessed is this innovation (Bid' ah) . . ." 

All that 'Umar (*&) meant by bid ah (innovation) is the linguistic meaning, 
which signifies the new and the novel, that which is not previously 
known. 

The following is the gist of what the author ofjami aU Ulum Wa l-Hil^am 
said: When some of our pious predecessors evinced approval of some 
bid ah (innovations), it was of innovations in the linguistic sense and not 
innovations in the meaning signified in thcShart ah. One such example is 

what 'Umar (^>) said during the late-night Ramadan prayers: "Blessed is 
this innovation." 
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What he (■<&>) meant is that that specific action was not performed in that 
specific manner prior to that time; however, it had its roots in the Shari ah. 
For example, the Prophet (5®) would exhort Muslims to stand and pray 
the late-night Ramadan prayer. Even during the Prophet's lifetime, people 
would stand in groups as well as alone, and the Prophet (^) himself led 
his Companions in the late-night Ramadan prayer on more than one 
occasion. It is true that he later refused to do so, but he explained why he 
stopped: he feared that it would be made compulsory upon them and that 
they would be incapable of complying. Because the late-night prayer could 
only be made obligatory during the life of the Prophet (^), there was later 
on - during 'Umar's caliphate — no reason to fear what the Prophet ($&) 
feared. We must also remember that the Prophet (^) ordered us to follow 
the Sunnah of the rightly-guided Khalifahs, and the late-night prayer in 
one congregation became a Sunnah of the rightly-guided Khalifahs, for 
the people gathered upon that Sunnah during the period of 'Umar (4k), 
'Uthman (<&>), and 'All (-*). 

Our Shaykh, Al-Albani - may Allah have mercy on him - said in Salatal- 
Tarawih (pg. 43), "'Umar's saying, 'Blessed is this Bid ah (innovation),' 
is not intended for bid ah according to its meaning in the Shari ah: to 
introduce a matter in the religion without precedent. As it is known that 

Umar (4&>) did not introduce something new, but rather revived more 
than one Sunnah, we know that by bid ah, he was referring to one of its 
linguistic meanings: a new and novel matter that was not known prior to 
its coming into existence. There is no doubt that the late-night Ramadan 
prayer (Tarawih prayer) behind a single Imam was neither known nor 
applied during the caliphate of Abu Bakr (*&>) and half of the caliphate of 

Umar (4&); it is in that sense, then, new. But from the viewpoint that it is 
in harmony with what the Prophet (^) did, it is a Sunnah, not a bid ah, 
which is the only reason why it is described as being good. And that has 
been the explanation given by many eminent scholars regarding the saying 
of 'Umar (4&). Abdul-Wahhab al-Subki, in hhraq al-Masabih... said that 
Ibn Abdul-Barr said, 'Umar (*&>) did not establish this as a Sunnah for 
any other reason than that the Messenger of Allah ($£) established it as a 
Sunnah, loved it, was pleased with it, and did not refrain from consistently 
performing it for any reason other than his fear of it being made obligatory 
upon his Nation. He (slgs) was compassionate and merciful to his nation. 
When Umar (<^>) learned that from the Messenger of Allah (sSH) - with 
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his knowledge that obligatory acts cannot be added to nor decreased after 
the Prophet's death - he revived the Prophet's Sunnah regarding the late- 
night prayer in the year 14 H, a blessing that Allah favoured 'Umar (*&>) 
with, and one that He didn't inspire Abu Bakr (4&) to do, even though 
he was, in general, better and more keen in hastening to do good deeds 
than Umar (4&). Each of the two had certain merits that were specific to 
him and that might have been absent in the other." AJ-Subki also said, 
"If it were not correct, it would have been a bid ah as are the good deeds 
that are promoted for the middle night of Shaban or for the first Friday of 
Rajab, in which case it would have been necessary to repudiate the act of 
gathering together for the Tarawih prayer. 

In his Fatwa, the eminent scholar Ibn Hajr al-Haytami said, "Removing 
the Jews and Christians from the Arabian Peninsula and fighting the 
Turks... were not bid ah practices, even if these were not done during his 
(the Prophet (M)) lifetime. And when Umar ($k>) said, "Blessed is this 
innovation," he meant bid ah in its original sense in the Arabic language. 
In the same sense bid ah is used according to its linguistic meaning in 
the following verse: "I am not a (bid an) a new thing among Messengers 
(of Allah) (i.e., I am not the first Messenger)" (Qur'an 46:9). Both of the 
previous examples are bid ah in the linguistic sense, for bid ah according to 
its meaning in the Shan ah is misguidance. So when scholars refer to the 
good and evil bid ah, they have classified bid ah according to its original 
meaning in the Arabic language. And when they say that every bid ah 
is misguidance, they are referring to that which the Shari ah intends by 
the word bid ah. Do you not see that the Companions and the Tabi tin 
renounced the call to prayer that was performed for prayers other than the 
five daily prayers - for example, the two Eid prayers, even though there 
is no prohibition regarding that practice. And they disliked for the two 
Shami ain corners of the Ka'bah to be embraced after the Sa'y between 
Safa and Marwa... Likewise, if the Prophet (j£§) abstained from an action 
for a reason, then to abstain from it is Sunnah, and to perform it is 
bid ah. When we said, 'for a reason,' that excludes removing the Jews and 
gathering the Qur'an in one book. Also, the Prophet (%) abstained from 
uniting people for the Tarawih prayer for a reason, and when that reason 
no longer applied, it was correct for Umar (4&) to then unite them for the 
prayer..." 
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"Indeed, every bid ah is misguidance, and every misguidance 
is in the Hellfire." 

Both the good and wicked bid ah that you might mention come 
under the universal, "every," which the Messenger of Allah 
(^§) mentioned. It is related that Ibn 'Umar (<^&) said, "Every 
innovation is misguidance, even if people deem any given one to 
be good." 27 

When one says that this is not the time to forbid innovations 
and that it is better to fight deviant sects, he is wrong - for a 
number of reasons: 

1) By not preventing innovations, they will not only spread, 
but will also increase in number; furthermore, many Sunans 
will become eradicated. This will lead to a dangerous spread 
of deviance and error, because, we must remember, every 
innovation is misguidance. 

2) Every Muslim is responsible, insofar as he is able, to prevent 
and forbid evil. If one sees an evil deed being perpetrated 
before his eyes, he must forbid it, no matter how small that 
evil is when compared to other greater evils that are prevalent 
- such as communism, masonry, and all other false creeds. 
Likewise, the existence of deviant sects must not prevent 
students of knowledge from reminding people about the 
prohibition of undutifulness to one's parents, lying, usury, 
and all other evil deeds. 

3) Lack of knowledge in society, coupled with innovations, 
causes the formation and spread of deviant sects. But the

Companions, who constituted a society opposite of that 
just described, were furthest from innovations; indeed, they 
constituted the purest of societies, one that was free from the 
presence of deviant sects/ 
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4) Next, suppose that we are thoroughly acquainted with the 
beliefs of various deviant groups - what, then, must we do? 
The answer, of course, is that we need to clarify their deviance, 
but that will require from us kn ow ledge, Jtgh, and guidance. 
Moreover, that knowledge must be correct and authentic 
because emotions and zeal are not enough to refute the 
deviants and the misguided. One who has an understanding 
of the Religion is best equipped to clarify the deviation of the 
misguided sects, and he is best able to gather the Muslims 
upon what is correct, in terms of beliefs, fiqh, and behaviour. 
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However, during their era, there did exist polytheism, shir\ y disbelief, and 
wickedness. Yet, Allah (M) helped the believers to be victorious, through 
the sword and spear as well as through proof and evidence. 
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The Danger of Bia I ah (Innovation) 



'A'isha (\^>) related that the Prophet (^) said, "Whoever 
introduces into this matter of ours that which is not from it, 
then it is rejected." 29 

And in the narration of Muslim, 

Sj ft* U^l Up ^J *>Up J^p ^ 

"Whoever does a deed that is not upon our affair, then it is 
rejected."™ 

It is an ultimately dangerous practice to seek closeness to Allah 
(3& : ) without following the Qur'an, the Sunnah, and the way of 
our pious predecessors. Also, not following them shows temerity, 
rashness, and transgression against Allah's set limits. 

If one's conscious allows him to steal a single dollar or ten 
dollars, he will have no qualms about stealing thousands of 
dollars. Similar is the case of the innovator: when he is satisfied 
with swerving from the Prophet's Sunnah, all the while being 
pleased with an innovation, the greater innovations - perhaps even 
shirf{ (associating partners with Allah) will also become easy for 
him. That first step to accepting deviance and innovation makes 
easy all further steps that lead to every form of misguidance. Such

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was the case with the people of Noah ($£@l), who took the statues 
of certain righteous men as gods after those men died. In the 
beginning, when they had only recently died, the Shaytan enticed 
the people to build statues after them, in order to remember them 
and emulate them in their noble deeds. Then, after the passing 
of generations, when people had forgotten the original purpose 
of the statues, the Shaytan suggested to them that they should 
worship the statues instead of Allah ($§;), deceiving them with the 
false claim that it was their fathers who used to worship them. Ibn 
Abbas (^Sb) said, 

The idols from the people of Noah ($S&0 descended among 
the Arabs afterwards. As for Wudd (a name of one of the 
idols), he belonged to Kalb in Dawmat al-Jandal; Suwa' 
belonged to Hudhayl; Yaghuth belonged to Murad; Thamma 
belonged to Bam Ghatif in Jurf, with Saba; Ya'uq belonged 
to Hamdan; and Nasr belonged to Humayr, to the clan of 
Kila'. They (the idols) are names of righteous men from the 
people of Noah (#k§l). When they died, the Shaytan inspired 
their people to erect statues of them in the gathering they used 
to sit in, and they named them by their names. They built 
the statues but did not worship them. When this generation 
perished and when knowledge became extinct, the statues 
were taken as objects of worship." 31 

That was how Shaytan gradually allured them, first to innovate, 
and then to shirks and disbelief. Had they cut off the link between 
them and Shaytan from the beginning, had they nipped the 
problem in its bud, they would not have fallen so deeply into 
wretchedness and disbelief

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The same unfortunately happened to groups from our Nation; 
one example is the group who were sitting in gatherings in 
the Mosque. For each gathering there was a leader, and each 
participant had pebbles in his hand. The leader would say, "Say 
Takbir (i.e., Allahuakbar, Allah is the greatest) 100 times, and 
everyone present would say it 100 times. They would continue 
to do the same for the Tahiti (i.e., saying, none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah) and for the Tasbih (i.e., saying, how perfect 
Allah is!). Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (<^>) strongly condemned them 
for their practice. 

In an authentic narration, al-Hakam ibn al-Mubarak related 
from Umar ibn Yahya, who said, "I heard my father relate that his 
father said, 

We used to sit at the door of Abdullah ibn Mas'ud («^b) 
before the Morning Prayer, and when he would come out, 
we would walk with him to the Mosque. One morning, 
Abu Musa al-Ash'ari (*$k>) came to us and said, 'Did Abu 
Abdur-Rahman (Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (*^>)) come out to 
you yet?' We said, 'No,' and so Abu Musa (*$&) sat with us 
until he came out. When he came out, Abu Musa (*$k>) said, 
'O Abu Abdur-Rahman! I have just seen a matter in the 
Mosque which I repudiated, yet - alhamdulillah - all I saw 
was goodness.' Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (*$&) asked, 'And what 
was that?' He answered, 'If you live [for the next little while], 
you shall see it. I saw groups in circles, sitting and waiting for 
the Prayer. In each circle there was a man (the leader), and 
they all had pebbles in their hands. The man would say: make 
Ta/^bir 100 times, and they would make TaJ^bir 100 times. 
Then he would say: make Tahlil 100 times, and they would 
make Tahiti 100 times. And then he would say: make Tasbih 
100 times, and they would make Tasbih 100 times.' And what 
did you say to them?' asked Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (<^£>).' 'I 
didn't say anything, for I wished to wait and first learn your 
view on the matter or receive your command.' He (4^>) said, 
Would that you ordered them to count their sins...' He (<^>) 
went and we accompanied him until we reached one of those 
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gatherings. 'Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (*&>) stood over them and 
said, 'What is this that I see you doing?' They said, 'O Abu 
Abdullah (i.e. 'Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (*^fe>)), we are using 
these pebbles to count the number of times we make Taf^bir, 
Tahiti, and Tasbih! He (*£jk>) said, 'Then count your sins... 
Woe unto you, O Nation of Muhammad, how quickly has 
come your destruction! These are the companions of Prophet 
(3§§) in sufficient numbers, this is his garment that has not yet 
become tattered, and this is his dish that has not yet broken 
(i.e., so recent is it that the Prophet (3§|) died and you are 
already upon misguidance). By the One Who has my soul 
in His Hand, you are either upon a Religion that contains 
more guidance than the Religion of Muhammad, or you are 
openers of the door of misguidance.' They said, 'By Allah, O 
'Abdur-Rahman, we intended only to do good!' He (<^>) said, 
'And how many are those who intend to do good, but do not 
achieve that goal! Indeed, the Messenger of Allah (5||) spoke 
to us, saying that a group of people recites the Qur'an, yet it 
does not go past their collarbones. By Allah, I do not know, 
but perhaps most of them are from you/ He then turned 
away, leaving them. 

Amr ibn Salamah said, "We saw that most participants of those 
gatherings did battle with us on the day of al-Nahrawan with the 
Khawarij." 32 What seemed to that group a small issue was in fact 
grave because they were remembering Allah (t$g) in a way that is 
not legislated in the Qur'an or Sunnah, and thus they were led to 
an evil end result, i.e., they ended up fighting the Muslims on the 
Day of Nahrawdn with the Khawarij. Thus did they part from the 
way of the believers, in the beginning in how they made al-Tasbih^ 
al-Tahlfl, and al-Takbir — while they claimed that all they wanted

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was to do good - and later on in fighting against the Muslims - in 
which case they might also have been deluded into thinking that 
they were doing good. 
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In the Final Command of His, the 

Prophet (#!) Forbade us From One 

Matter Only: Innovation 



If one were to reflect on the words of the Prophet's farewell 
commands, one would find that the orders to do outnumber 
the prohibitions, which is accounted for by the fact that if one 
adheres to the Sunnah, he needs not the details about the paths of 
misguidance. The commands to do are as follows: 

1) Fear Allah much. 

2) Listen and obey. 

3) Adhere to the Sunnah of the Prophet ($§§) and the Sunnah of 
the rightly-guided Khalifahs. 

As to prohibitions, the Prophet ($§§) here only forbade us from 
one matter, saying, "Beware and stay away from innovated 
matters," which in a sense signifies: stay away from new and 
innovated matters, and as a result, you will be saved and become 
successful. Innovation is the secret that lies behind misguidance, 
deviance, and utter loss, for it leads to, and sometimes involves, 
shir\ (associating partners with Allah) and disbelief. Therefore 
whoever closes the door to innovation has become guided, with 
the permission of Allah ($£). In regards to innovation, one does 
well to heed this hadith: 

"Indeed, Allah ($g) prevents the repentance of the possessor 
of every innovation." 33

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Conclusion 



Indeed, the Prophet's final commands were similar to his 
sermons: they caused hearts to quake and eyes to shed tears, but 
only living hearts and sincere eyes. Hearts quake because of the 
humiliation we are experiencing in comparison to the honour that 
we heard of. Eyes shed tears because of the scattering of Muslims 
and because of division among their ranks, which has befallen us 
after a period of glory, honour, and dominance. 

Yet there is hope: those final commands contain in them that 
which can save us from the said predicament we find ourselves 
to be in. Fear of AJlah ($g); war on desires; adherence to the 
Prophet's Sunnah and Sunnah of the rightly-guided Khalifahs\ 
a correct understanding of the Qur'an and Sunnah, which 
corresponds to the understanding of the Companions; and staying 
aloof from innovations - all of these are contained in the Prophet's 
final commands. Adhere to those commands and bite on to them 
with your molars (may Allah have mercy on you) so that you may 
be from those who are saved, those who are successful, by the will 
of Allah (98). 
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
